LOCK UP TO GET

Washington, D. C , July 25.—Henry Ford is solidly behind 
President Harding in his disarmament program. The automobile 
manufacturer plans to assist the President in removing the causes 
of war with every resource at his command. 


This development resulted in a frank informal talk between 
the two at the week end camping trip in the Maryland hills. Ford i 
outlined his disarmament views in an exclusive interview to the 
United Press.

Munition makers and international 
bankers, Ford declares, are trying to 
keep the w a r game alive. 
His plan is 
to turn the spotlight of publicity on 
them and bring the force of public 
opinion to bear down any attempt to 
obstruct the disarmament plans. 


"Munition makers were responsible 
for the Germans a r m i n g to teeth," he 
suid.

Clearfield county highways and roads set a high record for 
the number of railway crossings that can be encountered in the 
course of an afternoon's automobile trip. Practically each and 
every one of the country crossings is marked by big "Danger 
Signs" and "Look Out For The Locomotive," but the one thing 
that would tend to cut down danger from approaching trains is 
missing. That is a clearing out of brush and shrubbery that 
obscures the view of the track for some little distance on either 


fide of the road. 


It i s a fact that even on the outskirts of some boroughs and 
villages the approaches are hidden from view and that on grade 
crossings especially. It would not cost the railroad companies 


R fortune to secure permission from owners of land along their 
right of way to brush out approaches so a motorist could have an 
unobstructed view of the track, and thus lessen danger of injury 
or loss of life. 
Automobiling is one of the few real pleasures 
left in these days of Reformers and Anti-Everything Enjoyable 
and with huge sums being spent by State and County to provide 
better and improved roads, the small sum necessary to remove 
railroad crossing dangers in the shape of hidden approaches ought 
not to be begrudged.

FORD AT IT AGAIN

The following statement is issued j 
by Collector of Internal Revenue, C. 
G. Lewellyn. 


July 31 is the last day for filing re­ 
turns of the capital stock tax. 
To 
avoid penalty, the returns must be in 
the hands ct' .-n. uctors cf internal rev­ 
enue os or before midnight of that 
date. 


Blank forms are available at the 
office of Collector of Internal Revenue 
C. G. Lewellyn, Pittsburg, Pa., and 
the following 
branch offices: Johns­ 
town, Uniontown, New Castle, Erie, 
and DuBois, Pa. Form 707 is required 
for domestic, and 708 for foreign cor­ 
porations. 


The capital stock tax is a special 
excise tax 
imposed on 
corporations 
with respect to "carrying on or doing 
business." The tax on domestic cor­ 
porations is $1 for each $1,000 or so 
much of the fair average value of its 
capital stocK ior the preceding year 
ending June 30 as is in excess of ?5,- 
000. Foreign corporations are re­ 
quired to pay a tax at the rate of $1 
for each $1,000 of their capital em­ 
ployed in the transaction of business 
in the United States without the bene­ 
fit of the $5,000 deduction. The tax 
is payable in advance, returns filed in 
July of this year covering the taxable 
year beginning July 1, 1921 and end­ 
ing June 30, 1922. 


The Bureau of Internal Revenue es­ 
timates that approximately 
325,000 
such returns will be filed, and that the 
amount of revenue collected from this 
source will be approximately $90,000,-

Henry Ford just couldn't resist the temptation to jump into 
the limelight again in connection with the latest peace move. One 
would think that the redoubtable Henry would have profited by 
his last attempt to corrall all the peace noise in the country but 
seemingly this is not the case. He apparently could not stand 
to see somebody else succeeding where he failed, and now he has 
to come out and express his thoughts on the subject by saying he 
i* right behind the President in his disarmament program. How­ 
ever, he spoils the whole thing by his attack on munition makers 
and international bankers. One can see his racial prejudice crop­ 
ping up right there, and it discounts entirely any sincerity he 
may have shown. President DuPont of the DuPont powder works 
was one of the first to come to the fore approving of President 
Harding's disarmament views. What answer can Henry Ford 
have to this? 


The trouble with Henry, like a good many others who attempt 
to force their ideas on other people without being frank in their 
intentions is that half the time he is trying to cater to public 
opinion, and the other half of the time he apparently is trying to 
•teal somebody else's thunder. 


The best disarmament plan we can think of at present that 
Henry really should follow would be to take some ste!»s to prohibit 
his well known make of automobiles from falling into the hands ! liability to penalty, 
of drunken drivers. It would possibly save more lives in the long 
run than anything, else he could personally accomplish.

Returns are required of every do­ 
mestic corporation regardless of the 
par value of its capital stock, and of 
every foreign corporation irrespective 
of the amount of capital employed in 
this country in the transaction of its 
business.

The class of or­ 
ganizations entitled to the exemption 
is described in regulations 50, revised, 
copies of which may be obtained at 
the office of Collector of Internal Rev­ 
enue, Pittsburg, Pa. 


Corporations 
claiming 
exemption 
are required to file returns setting 
forth their reasons for such claims, 
accompanied by evidence in support 
thereof. 


If, because of lack of complete data 
or other reasons than illness or ab­ 
sence, it is impossible to file a com­ 
plete return on or before July 31, a 
tentative return may be filed, report­ 
ing the approximate fair value in or­ 
der that an initial assessment may be 
made, thus avoiding penalty. 


The penalty for failure to file a re­ 
turn within the time prescribed is an 
added assessment of 25 per cent of the 
amount due; unless it is shown that 
the failure was due to reaonable cause 
and not to neglect. 


In addition to the added assessment 
a fine ofnot more than 11,000 is pro­ 
vided for failure to make a return on 
time. For willful refusal to make a 
return, willful evasion of the tax, will­ 
ful refusal to supply information re­ 
quested by the Commissioner, or at­ 
tempting in any way to evade the tax 
and payment when due, the penalty is 
a fine of not more than $10,000 or im- 
prisoment for not more than one year 
or both.

In spite of the change made in the 
act that passed the last session of the 
legislature that is designed to bring 
into the state treasury something like 
$15,000,000, which would permit the 
tax to be paid By the consumer, pro­ 
ducers 
are 
protesting 
on 
various 
grounds. 


It is claimed that the 12 cents a ton 
that the consumer would pay is too 
small for the retailers to bother with 
and the tendency would be for the 
retailers to boost the price, bringing 
discredit on the operators. 


The main contention against con­ 
stitutionality of the coal tax is the 
fact that it discriminates against the 
anthracite producers. This was de­ 
termined to be the case in the last at­ 
tempt of the legislature to pass the 
measure when the slate supreme court 
declared it unc institutional. 


It is alleged the tax is an export 
revenue measure that is contrary to 
the U. S. constitution. 


If the Pennsylvania operators suc­ 
ceeded in obtaining a decision revers­ 
ing the act, there will be no further 
need for bringing action that would 
result in the case going to the United 
States Supreme Court.

Potato Wart Campaign.

chance to be heard. 


^'committee of representative bak­ 
ers will be appointed by Commissioner 
Connelley, of the Department of La­ 
bor and Industry, in the very near fu­ 
ture to hold public hearings at which 
time the entire question of wrapping 
bread and other bakery products can 
be discussed., 


I'pon protest 
lefore the i-idustrial 
Board by 25 members of the Penn­ 
sylvania Bakers Association led by L. 
J. Schumake, the preident, of Phila­ 
delphia, the ruling, which was purely 
tentative was tabled pending the re­ 
sult of the discussions later. 


Action of the board was taken at 
the 
instance of numerous 
protests 
that much handling of bread takes 
place before the bread stuff from the 
bake shop reaches the table. 


The main 
objections to wrapping 
bread were as follows: 


1. It affects the flavor. 
2. It makes the bread soggy. 
3. It is impossible 
with 
certain 
kinds of bread such as the long, the 
round and the Vienna loaves. 


4. The demand for the unwrapped 
bread is greater than the wrapped. 


5. It would drive the small bakery 
shop out of busisess, due to costly 
equipment required. 


6. It would increase the price of 
present unwrapped breads. 


The protests were substantiated by • 
numerous letters and telegrams to 
the secretary of the Industrial Board. 


The authority for issuing the ruling 
is based on the nature of the petition 
that unwrapper bread is unsanitary 
and objectionable to. a large body of 
citizens of the commonwealth.
